Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 15.— Wil- 


liam F. Fishback. master of chancery 
of the United States court here, for- 
merly editor of the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat and OB* ef the best known 
attorneys In Indianapolis, died her* 
today, aged seventy-two. 


Xr. Fiihback held several political 


positions and In 1801 became the 
law partner of former President Ben- 
|amin Harrison. This partnership 
continued nntil 1870. when Xr. Fish- 
back aasnmed the editorship of the 
[ndianapolis Journal, which position 
he occupied for two years. In 1872 
he bought an interest in the Demo- 
crat of St. Louis, 
now the Olobe- 


Democrat, of which he was associate 
editor for two years. In 1874 he re- 
turned to Indianapolis and resumed 
the practice of law. He recently re- 
turned from Hew York, where he had 
undergone a surgical operation.
